n third of a cupful of cold water. 
Strnln the cooked rhubarb, pressln? 
out all the Juice and add enough boil- 
Ing water to make three cupfuls. Mix 
three-fourths of a cupful of sugar with 
a half n teaspoonful of ginger, stir In 
the juice and gelatin, when the gel- 
atin Is dissolved add the grated rind 
and Juice of a lemon and set the mix- 
ture to chill.

en fold In the beaten whites of three 


Mold. 
Serve wltfc sweetened 


whipped crenm. 


Head Cheese.—Boll three hocks of 


a pig until the meat falls from the 
bones, season ss desired and drain and 
cool. 
Chop, coarsely, add a choppc'l 


onion, pepper, snlt and nutmeg, Tilth 
the liquor. In which the hocks were 
cooked. 
In slices. 


Belgian Hash.—Sonk a half cupful 


of prune1; nnd a half cupful of currants 
over night, arid two finely chopped hocks 
of a pig cooked until the meat drops 
from the bones, add a half cupful of 
sugar, three-fourths of a cupful of vin- 
egnr and a fourth of a cupful of wat.-r. 
In which the fruit was soaked, half a 
grated nutmeg, and a dash of salt. Put 
Into the oven and cook alowly until 
all of the moisture is absorbed. 3Iore 
sugar Is liked by some, bat for the un- 
initiated this will be sufficient, as sugar 
with meat Is an Innovation for tho 
American palate.
